The 
brewers have been in consultation,” 
and it is said that the new movement 
is diminishing trade very largely, six 
hundred kegs per day having been 
tnken by the saloons already closed. 
The brewers say thatthey won’t stand 
it; but what they are going to do 
about it isnot divulged. Many hun- 
dreds are signing the pledge through- 
out the State. 


WE have in hind a copy of the re- 
marks of JNo. M. Morina, Esq., of 
Chatham, delivered in the House of 
Representatives on Friday, the 12th 
iust., on the question of the State 
Debt. It was our pleasure to listen 
to the speech of Mr. Morina, and 
while we did not “agree with some of 
the positions taken by the speaker, 
yet his remarks were admirably con- 
ceived and evidenced a thorough re- 
search into the important subject 
which he was handling. We have 
not room at present to insert the 
speech entire, but design doing so at 
an early day, as the people of North 
Carolina feel a peeuliar interest in 
whatever effects this much vexed 
question. 

Mr. MoRInG’s substitute, which 
we published at the time, classified 
the debts of the State, offered a cer- 
tain per centage of the same in set- 
tlement, and held that unless the 
creditors of the State accepted those 
terms at a given time, then the State 
further reeoonise as 
itors as may have thus refused to ac- 
cept. The substitute failed to become 

a law. 


‘THE papers have already announced 
the death of Gen. Lewis W. Wiac- 
FALL, Which oceurred at Galveston, 
Texas, a few days ago. 


Gen, WIGFALL was, at the time of | 


his death, a resident of the city of 
Baltimore, where he had removed, 
only a short while ago, to engage in 
the practice of his profession, the law. 
At the time of his death he was on a 
visit to Galveston. 

Prior to the war he represented the 
State of Texasin the Senate of the 
United States, but upon the secession 
of his State, withdrew from that body 
to take a similar position under the 
Confederate Government. He was 
given the command of a brigade, but 
saw but little active service, as his 
duties as a Senator gave full occupa— 
tion to his time and faculties. 

Mr. WIGFALL was a pronounced 
Southern man while in the Congress 
of the United States, taking advanced 
ground upon all questions affecting 
his section. He was an ardent, stead- 
fast friend, an orator of rare per- 
suasive powers and a good parliamen- 
tarian, and was therefore always 
valuable in the debates which occur- 
red in the body of which he wasa 
member. 


THE recent success of DISRAELI 
doubtless greatly surprised the GLAp- 
STONE party, aS the late Premier, 
when he dissolved Parliament and 
went before the country, confiding in 
the surplus in the treasury, and 
promising to abolish the income tax 
could not have entertained any other 
result than an endorsement of his 
administration such as he had but 
lately received from the House of 
Commons. The Richmond Enquirer 
thus speaks of DISRAELTI: 


_ This great statesman to-day re- 
Joices in the greatest political triumph 
of his life, and crowds of enthusiastic 
countrymen cheer him on his way to 
Windsor te receive the honors from 
his sovereign as premier of England. 
No statesman in history, especially 
English, illustrates more grandly 
than he the imperious force of genius 
and comprehensive education. A 
commoner by birth, the son of a re- 
tired scholar, and born of a race 
which, in less than half a century 
was under absolute political ban in 
Iengland, he has by force of genius 
erudition, and industry, 
twice attained the premiership of 
England, and become the leader of 
that aristocracy which is the proud- 
est, most intellectual in the world 
So extraordinary is his career, so 
marked by remarkably vagaries of 
fortune, that its contemplation is al- 
most invested with the picturesque 
glamor of romance. In the recent 
election the Liberal party hassuffered 
u great defeat, and the Conseryative 
achieved a great triumph; but a eare- 
ful analysis fails to disclose any im- 
portant for popular divi- 
sion, and it is therefore obviously 
rather a contest in regard to men 
than a fight forthe supremacy of any 
well-defined political maxims, 


WE published Friday the address 

adopted by the Tax-Payers’ Conven- 

tion of the State of South Carolina 

which was lately assembled in Co- 

lumbia. The document is calculated 

to command the attention of reflect- 

ing men of all parties and sections. 

It is conceived in no spirit of passion 

or hate, but is rather the forcible and 

dignified statement, by those who 

have felt them, of the grievous and 

unnecessary burdens inflicted upon 

the tax-paying people of the State by 
the irresponsible men who have 
usurped the control of its govern- 

mental affairs since 186. 

Time and again the press of that 
State and of the South has called the 
attention of the people of the North 

to the deplorable condition of his 
affairs’; but these have been accepted 
as the declarations of partizans, seek- 
ing political advantage from the ex- 
posure of fraud and oppression. 
This paper goes to the world witha 
different impress. It is the deliber- 
ate, solemn work of a body of gentle- 
men,themselves sutierers from wrong, 
who pledge their characters to the 
truthof the statements uttered. They 
know whereot they speak, and they 
fortify their declarations by an array 
of figures that are appalling. Look 
at them. In 1865-’66 the total ex- 
penses of the State govern ment were 
$260,668 ; in 1873 these same expenses 
foot up the enormous aggregate of 
$1,896,544. Can it possibly be pre- 
tended that such an increase is natu- 
ral or necessary ? Certainiy no sane 
man acquainted with the condition 
of the Southern States can so believe. 
These figures become all the more 
startling when it is remembered that 
the value of the property of the State

Boston, above all other cities, Bos- 
ton, we mean as tothe Republican 
portion of her citizens, has been pre- 
eminently and superserviceably loyal 
to GRANT since the advent of that 
hero as President.

In his stead the President 
has given the place to one Stmmons, 
and thereat Boston has grown indigz- 
nant. Her merchants protest; her 
citizens, other than merchants, pro- 
test ; her papers protest. And Sim- 
MONS’ crime is that he isa friend of 
that amiable imp BEN BuTLER, and 
beside a ‘‘word politican.’”’ Now the 
latter may or may not be, an evidence 
of unfitness fora place of public trust, 
but the former reason is, we think, a 
valid objection to Srmmmons. He 
ought not to be put by BuTLER’s aid 
in a position which will offer so man y 
admirable opportunities for imita- 
ting BUTLER’s sins.

RESOURCES OF 
NORTH CAROLILA. 


A Mountain Residence—The +6 
Falls.?? 


Extracts from . 
Western North Carolina is not only 
exceedingly fertile, but abounds in 
the richer minerals, and needs but 
the magic wand of the capitalist 
waved over it to become one of the 
richest sections of this Union. Occu- 
pying one-third of the entire area of 
the State, and possessing more than 
a quarter of a million of inhabitants 
its present prospects are by no means 
disagreeable ; but its prominent citi- 
zens, of all walks of life, are anxious 
for immigration and development of 
the rich stores of gold, iron, copper 
mica and other minerals now burie 
In the hills. Let no one fancy that 
this mountain region is undesirable 
as an agricultural country ; there are 
fewer richer and _ better adapted to 
European emigration. The staple 
productions of Haywood county are 
corn, wheat, rye, oats and hay ; 
all vegetables grow abundantly, and 
the whole country is admirably fitted 
for grazing. Tne level bottom-lands 
on Pigeon River and its numerous 


has decreased enormously by the re- | 


tributaries are under fine cultivation ; 
the uplands and the slopes produce 
rich wheat; the ash, the sugar ma- 
ple, the hickory and the oak, — 
abundant; and white pine 1s rafte 
down the Pigeon River in large 
quantities yearly. But the excep- 
tional fertility of most of the ranges 
throughout all the counties men- 
tioned is the great pride of the sec- 
tion. The sides and tops of the 
mountains are, in many cases, COV- 
ered witha thick, vegetable mould, 
in which grow flourishing trees and 
rank grasses. Five thousand feet 
above the sea level one finds grasses 
and weeds that remind him of the 
lower region swamps. — Cattle are 
kept in excellent condition all win- 
ter on the “evergreen” growing along 
the sides of the higher chains. Win- 
ter and summer, before the ravages 
of the war thinned out their stocks, 
the farmers kept hundreds of cattle 
on the mountains, feeding entirely on 
the grasses. In the spring the herds 
instinctively seek the young grasses 
springing up on the slopes, but with 
the coming of winter they return 
to the tops to find theevergreen. The 
balsam tree can easily be banished, for 
after being felled for a few months, it 
will burn easily, and in its stead will 
spring up thick coats ofevergreen. On 
some of the mountain farms corn 
yields 100 bushels to the acre, and 
wheat, oats, rye and barley, flourish 
proportionately. In the _‘‘deaden- 
ings,’”? where the large timber has 
been girdled and left to die, and the 
undergrowth has been carefully clear- 
ed, timothy and orchard grass will 
grow as high as wheat. The native 
grape, too, flourishes on all the hill- 
sides, within certain thermal lines 
established by observation of the 
elder mountaineers; and varieties of 
grapes can be selected, and so plant- 
ed as to ripen at different periods of 
the autumn. The negro population 
is not numerous in western North 
Carolina. Wherever; the black man 
is found, however, he is industrious, 
faithful, and usually quite prosper- 
ous. In some of the small towns, as 
at Waynesville, we found a gentle- 
man’s valet of other days officiating 
as a village tailor, barber, errand boy, 
ecoachman and ‘‘factotum.”’

The cabin where we rested stood 
on a very steep hill-side, and was 
composed of two solidly-constructed 
square log buildings, connected by a 
poreh. The furniture was of the 
simplest character. There was a 
tire-place, a rough board table, with 
benches around it, a spinning-wheel 
and a quilting frame, at which three 
tall girls were busily working. The 
rude walls and the plank floor were 
bare. Inthe other room stood one 
or two high bedsteads of simple pat- 
tern ; a mirror, a few inches square, 
hung near them; there wasa_ Bible 
and some musty books on the stand, 
and a rustic bureau pushed against 
the wall.

Many of the rude 
figures seem to have human _ resem- 
biances, and one night imagine them 
giants rising from the canon’s deeps 
to tear away the veil which has been 
drawn across the entrance to their 
cavern. ‘The stream runs on a hun- 
dred and fifty feet below the summit 
of the falls in whirlpools and eddies, 
now forming into inlets in which 
reeds,ferns and blossoms flourish.and 
now making a deep, steady current, 
cold and crystal clear. The pines and 
spruces seventy feet high seem but 
toys by the sides of the immense 
walls! the light, too, in the canon 
through the mountain, is strange and 
fantastic, and seems to cast aglamour 
over every minute object. Even the 
pebbles, and the ferns and tiny grass- 
sprouts in the soil beneath the shelf 
yg which the falls pour, are pur- 
ple. 

Then the voice—the voice of the 
falll Heard from the laurel thicket, 
it seems to come from the very ground 
under your feet; heard from the cav- 
ern into which you pass, it is somber 
and complaining, like the winter 
wind about the house chimneys; and 
its echoes from the foot of the rapids, 
to which you may descend if you 
have firm nerves and a quick step, 
are like those from the unseen choir 
in a cathedral gallery, some chant of 
priests at High Mass, monotoneus, 
grand, inspiring; ‘‘the height, the 
glow, the gloom, the glory,” all blen- 
ded, shock and awe the soul. Here 
is a fall upon whose virgin rocks no 
quack has painted his shameless sign; 
whose precipices have not been inva- 
ded by the mob of the grand tour ;

Dear Sir: IL have drawn samples of the Guano, as it has arrived in cargo lots, and find 
it ex_eedingly uniform in the amount of Phosphoric Acid it contains, namely, from 15 
to 19 percent. This is combined with Lime, and is of animal origin, and readily assimi- 
lable by plants. It contains potential ammonia and nitric acid, having a combined 
Nitrogen valne equal to trom 2 to 3 per cent. of ammonia, with the alkalies Potash and 
Soda, and valuabie prs portions of Sulphate of Lirne. The whole forming avery desirable 
combination for all crops, and when applied to land, the crop receiving proper tillage, 
must, in my opinion, give as good results as any guano offered to the farmer. 

Being of animal origin, the organtic matter has undergone partial deco n position, and 
it ~ecessarily contains a valuable amount of Hummus, which makes its fertilizing power

Il to Repeal the Resolution to Ree 
Proot ot Loyalty in og 
lection of Debts Due by the Se. 
Prior to the War and the Oat . 
quired of Applicants for Pensions. 
WasHtneton, Feb.  22.—The 
House Judiciary Committee have 
made a report, in which they say 
that as all other property and rights 
of property of persons, engaged 1n 
the late rebellion, have by general acts 
of amnesty and the laws of the 
United States been exempted from 
confiscation, there can be no reason 
for now retaining on the statue book 
such acts and parts of acts as were 
very properly enacted to prevent aid 
and comfort to the enemies of the 
United States during the war 
which, by their empediments to the 
creditors. of the United States 
in receiving their just dues, amount 
to confiscation thereof, and also such 
acts to the same effect, which were 
passed to hinder and prevent disloyal 
persons, whose disabilities had not 
then been removed, because of theil 
participation in rebellion, from mak- 
ing any claim against the Govern- 
ment for debts due, and claims not 
arising out of the rebellion | prior 
thereto, should also be repealed. The 
committee, therefore, report a bill re- 
pealing the joint resolution of March 
2d, 1869, prohibiting the payment of 
debts due by United States before the 
war, unless loyalty is proved, and re- 
pealing the oath at present required 
of applicants.
